I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1958, 

In  1956,  very  limited  supplies  of  a vaccine  for  proctection 
against  poliomyelitis  became  available.  By  the  end  of  1958  vaccine  was 
readily  available  for  all  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  twenty-five 
years  and  to  certain  priority  classes  including  expectant  mothers. 

Further  reference  is  to  be  found  in  the  report. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance.

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis. 

In  1956,  a British  vaccine  for  protection  against  Poliomyelitis 
became  available  and  parents  of  children  bom  between  1947  and  1954  were 
invited  to  register.  In  May  and  November  sufficient  vaccine  was  received 
to  enable  10^  of  those  registered  to  be  given  two.  doses. 

In  May,  1957,  the  Minister  of  Health  decided  to  extend  the  offer 
of  registration  to  those  children  born  in  1955  and  1956.  Pew  of  these 
children  were  vaccinated  during  the  year  as  the  supplies  of  vaccine  received 
were  only  sufficient  to  deal  with  registrations  submitted  in  the  previous 
year.  In  November,  1957,  the  Minister  announced  that  it  was  proposed  to 
import  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine  from  the  United  States  and  Canada  during 
1958  and  an  anticipation  of  this  vaccination  was  available  to  all  children 
bom  from  1943.  During  1958,  Salk  vaccine  was  readily  available  and  the 
waiting  list  was  reduced  to  a minimum. 

In  September,  1958,  the  scheme  was  extended  to  include  young 
adults  up  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.  It  was  also  recommended  that  a 
third  injection  should  be  offered  not  less  than  seven  months  after  the 
second  injection  to  re- inforce  and  prolong  the  degree  of  immunity  given  by 
two  injections. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  acceptance  rate  for  children  under 
fifteen  years  was  approximately  62^.  The  response  from  young  persons  aged 
between  fifteen  and  twenty-five  years  was  most  disappointing. 

Prom  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  until  December,  1958,  2,170 
children  living  in  the  Rural  District  had  received  two  injections  against 
poliomyelitis.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  distribution  of  water  through  the  Council's  mains  continued 
under  the  same  arrangements  as  in  the  past,  with  one  bulk  supply  from 
Selby  U.D.C.  near  the  Toll  Bridge,  and  three  bulk  supplies  from  York 
Waterworks  Company  at  Naburn  Lane,  Lingcroft  (Fulford)  and  Grimston. 

The  total  quantity  purchased  was  1 50  million  gallons,  in  the  proportion 
of  98  millions  from  Selby  and  52  millions  from  York,  as  compared  to  91 
millions  and  52  millions  for  1957. 

A total  of  4O  properties  in  the  parish  of  Escrick  continue  to 
be  supplied  from  the  Escrick  Park  private  supply. 

In  each  case  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  is  satisfactory. 

A total  of  24  new  supplies  have  been  installed  during  the  year, 
19  domestic  and  5 metered. 

Complaints  of  inadequate  pressure  have  been  received  from 
Hemingbrcugh  and  parts  of  Cliffe,  and  investigations  have  been  carried 
out.  The  principal  cause  of  the  shortage  appears  to  be  insufficient 
mains  capacity,  and  the  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council's 
Consultant  Engineer,  who  is  preparing  a scheme  for  the  installation  of 
an  additional  main  and  a water  tower  to  meet  the  demand. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  area,  the  supply  is  satisfactory, 
although,  during  warm  weather,  the  peak  domestic  demand  on  Monday 
mornings  does  cause  a very  appreciable  drop  in  pressure. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Although  no  constructional  work  has  yet  commenced,  approval 
for  the  Fulf ord/He slington  scheme  has  been  received.  This  is  likely  to 
commence  about  the  middle  of  1959.  The  schemes  for  Dunnington, 
Hemingbrough  and  Escrick  are  in  course  of  preparation  and  negotiation. 

The  sewage  from  the  various  villages  continues  to  discharge  to 
ditches  and  streams,  and,  although  regular  cleansing  is  carried  out,  it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  satisfactory  conditions.  Following  the 
commencement  of  the  Fulf ord/He slington  scheme  it  is  hoped  that  approvals 
to  those  now  under  consideration  will  be  forthcoming,  so  that  satisfactory 
facilities  can  be  provided  for  each  village  in  turn. 

The  various  small  disposal  plants  on  the  post-war  Council  House 
estates  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


The  present  vehicles  - one  S.  & D.  freighter  and  one  Fordson  side 
loader  - are  proving  to  be  below  the  capacity  required  to  adequately  serve 
the  District,  especially  when  only  one  tipping  point  is  available.  The 
establishment  of  a second  tip  in  the  Kexby  area,  now  under  negotiation, 
will  be  of  assistance,  but  it  is  considered  that  an  increase  in  vehicle 
capacity  will  be  necessary  during  1959* 


HOUSING. 


Improvement  Grants, 

The  Council  continued  to  make  grants  towards  the  cost  of  house 
improvements,  the  figures  being  very  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year. 
Applications  were  approved  in  respect  of  37  premises,  with  the  grants 
totalling  £7, 694  - of  the  37,  owners  occupied  16  and  tenants  21.

General  Housing  Conditions. 

Orders  have  been  placed  on  four  properties  during  the  year,  one 
Demolition  and  three  Closing  Orders*  Other  properties  are  under  review, 
and  similar  action  is  anticipated.  Although  the  number  dealt  with  appears 
small,  it  should  be  appreciated  that  many  of  the  properties  included  in 
the  thirty-seven  improved  were  of  a type  which,  if  neglected,  could  well 
have  required  formal  action  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  Council  have  not  built  any  houses  specifically  for  replacement 
of  unfit  properties,  although  individual  houses  have  been  allocated  to 
accommodate  occupiers  of  unfit  dwellings.  Six  houses  in  Clearance  Areas 
confirmed  in  1938  are  still  occupied,  but  unfortunately  are  in  villages 
where  at  present  no  building  is  envisaged. 


FOOD  PREMISES. 


A total  of  55  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  and  handled,  and  general  conditions  are  satisfactory. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION, 


Slaughtering  was  carried  out  on  one  or  two  days  of  every 
week  at  the  six  licenced  slaughterhouses,  situated  two  in  Dunnington, 
one  in  Cliff e,  Elvington,  Escrick  and  Fulford.  A Total  of  4 21  bovine s, 
680  sheep  and  444  pigs  were  examined,  involving  347  visits. 

The  unsound  ^at  condemned  totalled  102  stones,  details 
being  given  in  the  following  table.
